06 February, 2002 (06.02,02), JP 5-259306 A (Fujitsu Ltd.) 08 October^ 
1993 (08.10.93) , and JP 11- 17 058 A (NEC Corp. ) 22 January, 1999 (22.01.99) . 
Consequently, the technical feature of the main invention cannot be 
considered as ''a special technical feature" within the meaining of PCT 
Rule 13.2, second sentence. 

As far as claims 11, 19 (second invention) are compared to the prior 
art, "the special technical feature" of the second invention is a spacer 
exposed on the encapsulating member. 

As far as claim 12 (third invention) is compared to the prior art, 
"the special technical feature" of the third invention is a structure 
in which a part of wiring is exposed on the surface of the encapsulating 
member . 



As far as claims 14-15 (forth invention) are compared to the prior 
art , "the special technical feature" of the fourth invention is a structure 
in which the thickness of the encapsulating member is small at the 
peripheral portion. 

As far as claim 18 (fifth invention) is compared to the prior part, 
"the special technical feature" of the fifth invention is a structure 

in which a main semiconductor device is disposed on a substrate and a 
semiconductor package is disposed on the main semiconductor device. 

There is no technical relation ship among the second to fifth inventions 
involving on or more of the same or corresponding special technical 
features . 

The inventions of claims 2-10, 13, 16-17 are only aggregations of 
the subject matter of claim 1 and well-known art. Therefore, they are 
categorized into the same invention division of claim 1. 
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
